Status 

Claims 41-46 remain pending, 

Response to Arguments 

1 . The Applicant's arguments files on March 1 5,2005 have been fixlly considered. 

As per claims 41-46 the Examiner finds that limitations of amended claims 41-46 are not 
disclosed in any prior art references. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 41-46 are allowed over the prior art record. 

1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The closest prior art of record Bardy (US Patent 6,270,457) teaches a method for 
automated collection and analysis of regularly retrieved patient information for remote patient 
care. https://nirmc.detrick.army.mil/docs/cq/ProConsent/MedicalDeviceProtocolGuidelines.doc 
teaches a medical device protocols. 

What they fail to teach or suggest: 

A. A first computing device for accessing a medical device operably coupled to a second 
computing device via a network, the first computing device comprising: a storage device 
comprising a plurality of protocol components that configure the second computing device to 
communicate with a plurality of medical devices in accordance with communications protocols 
supported by the plurality of medical devices; a memory con^rising a plurality of instructions; a 
network interface adapted to communicate with the second confuting device via the network; 
and a processor operably coupled to the storage device, the memory, and the network interface 
and adapted to execute the plurality of instructions to cause the processor to receive fi'om the 
second computing device via the network interface identification information fi*om which a 
medical device type of the medical device coupled to the second computing device is 
determined, to provide protocol component information to the second computing device via the 
network interface which identifies the protocol component from the plurality of protocol 
components for the second computing device to use to communicate with the medical device. 

This distinct feature renders claims 41 allowable. 
Claims 42-46 are dependant upon claim 41 and have all of the Umitations of claims 41 and are 
allowable for the same reasons.
